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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A method of inhibiting conversion of non-neoplastic 
ovarian epithelial cells to neoplastic cells comprising administering to a female 
subject an effective amount of a/Vitamin D compound. 

2. The method of claim 1 wherein Vitamin D compound is 
administered at a dosage equivalent of from 0.0001 to 1.0 mg 1,25- 
dihydroxy vitamin D^/kg of body weight. 

3. The method of claim 2 wherein Vitamin D compound is 
administered at a dosage equivaJenTof from 0.005 to 0.1 mg/kg 1,25- 
dihydroxy vitamin D 3 of boo/weight. 

4. The Anethod of claim 1 wherein the Vitamin D 
compound is 1 ,25-dihydroicy vitamin D 3 .
